Beginning Mar. I, senior citizens in 
Plano and throughout the county will 
be offered free hot lunches, thanks to 
a federal program which will provide 
90 percent funding for the project. 
The nutrition program 
for the 
elderly was established under Title 
VII of the Older Americans Act and is 
being coordinated by the Collin 
County Committee on Aging. The 
com m ittee, chaired by Dr. Don 
Renshaw, pastor of the First United 
Methodist Church of Plaijo, 
was 
organized in October, with the hot 
lunch program as one of its first and 
most important projects. 
Members of the committee are 
currently at work trying to raise the 
$8000 in matching funds needed to 
begin the program. 
“We are nearly to $6000 in cash and 
pledges toward meeting the $8000 
needed, explained Dr. Renshaw. 
“Except for a contribution from the 
City of Farmersville, all the money 
has come from the churches of Collin 
County.” 
The $80,000-a year program initially 
will provide 130 hot lunches a day in 
the county. These will be served at the 
Plano community house and at 
central locations in McKinney and 
Farmersville. 
Dr. Renshaw pointed out, however, 
that if more than 130 persons take 
advantage of the program, the local 
committee will re-apply for additional 
funds to the Governor’s Committee on 
Aging.

prehensive and 
ongoing 
outreach 
activities,” the nutrition program 
states. 
“The following supporting 
social services must be provided: 
“Transportation of individuals and 
personal escort services to and from 
the congregational meal sites; in­ 
formation and referral services; 
health and welfare counseling ser­ 
vices; nutrition education; shopping 
assistance; recreational activities 
incidental to the project.” 
All the above supportive services 
will be important to the overall 
program, but special emphasis will be 
put on the recreational aspect in order 
to provide a complete program. 
“The fellowship will give a social 
outlet which is very much needed,” 
said Dr. Renshaw. “This will be a 
four-hour-a-day program, not an eat- 
and-run program.” 
“Activities that will be conducted 
will be group activities,” added Don 
Derby, another member of the 
Committee on 
Aging. 
“The 
par­ 
ticipants will have some say as to 
what they want to do and there will be 
a council made up of persons in the 
program.” 
According to Derby, the committee 
will “more or less stay 
in the 
background” once the nutrition 
program gets off the ground. The 
senior citizen participants themselves 
will eventually provide a portion of 
the IO percent funding needed locally 
by sponsoring such projects as 
bazaars or craft sales. 
Committee members noted that 
many different groups and agencies 
will be involved in the nutrition 
program. 
The Plano Parks and Recreation 
Dept, has offered lo provide in­ 
structors for various recreational 
activities; churches have volunteered 
to transport the elderly to the lunch 
locations; county extension agents 
will give nutritional information, and 
the Dept, of Public Welfare will also 
assist. 
The Committee on Aging plans to 
hire a program director, three site 
directors and a secretary-bookkeeper 
at a later date. Much of the help, 
however, will be solicited from the 
local churches. Initial participants in 
the program will later be utilized to 
draw other senior citizens to the daily 
meetings. 
Dr. Renshaw, Derby and fellow 


committee member Barbara Bailey 
all stressed the fact that the free 
lunches will not constitute a “welfare 
program.” Though there will be no 
charge for each lunch, the elderly will 
be able to donate up to $1 which will be 
used toward the IO percent matching 
funds each year. 
“Many people would be too proud 
and think of this as charity,” said 
Derby, “so those who can afford to 
pay will be given the opportunity to do 
so. Contributions can be made for 
meals, so this is not a welfare 
program.” 
Though the local community house 
(located on Avenue J, just south of

I was reading the other day 
where this old boy said that the 
relative humidity of the modern, 
centrally heated houses is lower 
than it is in the Sahara Desert. He 
said that the humidity in the desert 
is from 20 to 30 percent, and in the 
unhumidified home it drops to IO to 
15 percent during 
the w in ter 
months. 
Course, 
he owned

humidifier company but he made a 
pretty good case for the use of his 
product. 
Pursuing this further, I found out 
that there are really two different 
m easurem ents 
of 
h um id ity: 
relative 
and 
absolute. 
Absolute 
humidity denotes the amount of 
water 
actually 
in 
the 
air 
and 
relative 
humidity 
is a per­ 
centage of the total amount of 
moisture that the air can hold. For 
an 
exam ple, 
if 
the 
relative 
humidity is 50 percent that means 
the air is only holding half as much 
moisture as it could. 
The hotter the air is, the more 
moisture it will hold. So in the 
winter months, cold air with mo9t 
of the moisture squeezed out of it is 
drawn into the house and heated. 
To digress a little bit, under 
normal conditions the lining of the 
nose 
and 
lungs 
is 
bathed 
in 
moisture that serves more or less 
as 
a 
n atu ral 
lu b rica n t. 
This 
lu b rican t 
keeps 
these 
linings 
working as they should and every 
thing is happy. When the humidity 
drops below 20 to 30 percent some 
of this moisture is given up and a 
dry cough is a common complaint. 
Also, 
low 
h u m id ity 
w ill 
do 
everything from cracking the 
bindings on books, cause plants to 
shrivel, and will loosen furniture 
joints, (which in turn, causes your 
wife to say "You are going to have 
to do something about this chair, 
the legs are about to come off of it).

CPA Answers 
Tax Questions

Question: I am an employee who is thinking of opening up 
a part-time business at night and on the weekends. What 
must I do to insure that my federal income tax liability is 
properly calculated for the business at the end of the year 
and how do I report it? 
Answer: The profit or loss from the business should be 
calculated on Schedule C of Form 1040 if you are the sole 
owner of the business, lf the business is a partnership or is 
incorporated, then the profit or loss will be reported on a 
different form. To insure that the proper protit or loss is 
reported, you should keep records of all transactions that 
have occurred.

Question: The IRS 
told me that I must include the 
dividends my credit union credited to my account during the 
year, even though I did not withdraw the money. This seems 
unfair, is it true? 
Answer: Unfortunately, the tax laws were not designed to 
be fair and the IRS is correct. The dividends were con­ 
structively received by you and therefore are includible in 
your gross income, even though you did not physically 
receive the money. To make matters worse, credit union 
dividends are considered as “interest” income by the IRS 
and therefore they are not eligible for the dividend ex­ 
clusion.

That s about 200,000 caps, 
give or take a few thousand. 
“ I was originally in the 
textile 
business.” 
Dan 
recalled on a recent trip 
from England “ But I talked 
myself out of one job and into 
another. And now I design 
and style a lot of Kangol s 
products.” 


In its infancy, Kangol was 
alm ost 
exclusively

m ilitary supplier.

Sullivan 
expects surface interest 
fabrics and sportswear to be 
spring trends. 
“Not just pants, but skirts, 
wrap skirts, culottes, vests.” 
The fabrics will have 
surface 
interest: 
nubs, 
slubs, seersuckers, mostly 
blends of cotton or rayon 
with 
synthetics. ‘ Nubby 
finishes have 
a 
knotty 
looking surface, slubs have 
longer surface threads, 
something like shantungs. 
“Tile home sewer is very, 
very conscious 
of 
per­ 
formance, 
and 
she 
associates it with blends. She 
also wants the aesthetic look 
and feel of cotton. 
‘‘We’re really 
talking 
about a season with a lot of 
solid colors. And embroidery 
is 
a 
big 
issue, 
pre­ 
embroidered by machine or 
kits for doing it yourself.” 
Sullivan expects bright, 
clear colors to replace the 
dusty shades of recent 
seasons: bright oranges, 
yellows. ‘‘Yellow has been 
the best reorder for me for 
the past nine or IO months. A 
real sleeper. Pink, which is 
historically pretty good, is 
down. 
‘‘Fiber 
people 
are 
developing new, less bulky, 
softer fabrics, fine denier 
yarns.” 
The linen look also is 
strong, he said, bu* 
the 
fabrics are mostly polyester 
and rayon or polyester and 
cotton “It runs from Anne 
Klein 
to 
the 
bargain 
basement,” he said. “Rayon 
gives the brightness and 
highlights associated with 
good linen. 
“The world has a bad 
impression of rayon. It was 
promoted in its early days as 
a synthetic silk,” Sullivan 
said; rayon isn’t manmade 
like 
synthetics 
from 
a 
petroleum base. It is made 
from a natural fiber, wood 
pulp Like cotton, it is a 
cellulose. 
“I talked to a designer 
yesterday who predicted a 
big upsurge of silk blends 
Not pure silk. 
The ear­ 
thquake in China (this year) 
wiped out silk mills.” 
Clothing and accessories 
are not the only things sewn 
at home these days. Sullivan 
said fabrics for home fur­ 
nishings account for one 
fourth of the total market. 


“Generation gap” is a 
convenient catch phrase for 
trouble between younger 
people and older people—but 
what does it really mean’’ 
It may not be everything 
you think it is—and it may be 
a few things you hadn't 
thought of before, Mrs. Jean 
Carlton, 
Collin 
County 
Extension Agent, says. 
Two expressions of the 
generation gap are the 
difference in opinions and 
values between the young 
and the mature, along with 
problems of interaction and 
com m unication 
acro ss 
generations, she said 
Opinions and values may 
differ 
in 
political 
or 
educational issues Older 
people may seem “ con­ 
servative” 
while younger 
people may seem “radical.” 
Communication and in­ 
teraction across generations 
may 
be 
difficult 
when 
parents and children feel 
estranged from each others 
feel less appreciation and 
trust than they’d like. 
But ifs not always bad 
news, Mrs. Carlton said. 
Recent studies indicate that 
the young and old have 
surprisingly similar views 
on such things as religion, 
morals and money. They 
also suggest that parents 
and children in America 
today 
do 
have 
warm 
relationships which 
are 
mutually rewarding. 
Naturally, there are bound 
to be differences between 
young and old. But they need 
not lead to conflicts. 
One 
reason 
for 
the 
generation gap is simply 
historical differences. Each 
has grown up in a different 
set of circumstances. Also, 
developmental 
differences 
often cause a generation 
gap 
Young people are trying to 
‘find’ themselves, they seem 
to exaggerate most things 
they see, including dif­ 
ferences between them ­ 
selves and older people. 
Older people, on the other 
hand, 
have 
different 
developmental concerns. 
They are concerned with 
keeping things in a steady 


state. They tend to play 
down differences. 
People 
often 
see 
a 
generation gap caused by 
these 
factors 
as 
being 
greater outside their own 
family than within it. "Sure 
there’s a generation gap, but 
not in my family,” they will 
say. 
What can be done about 
the generation gap? 
The 
agent suggested some ideas 
that might help overcome 
the situation 
—As the older person, take 


the initiative in showing 
concern, affection and in­ 
terest in younger family 
members and friends. You 
probably have more time to 
devote 
to 
the 
re ­ 
establishment of relation­ 
ships 
—Look for ways to offer 
help to younger people. They 
will often accept the offer 
quickly though would never 
ask for help. You havo,ex­ 
perience, wisdom, talent and 
time that would all he ap­ 
preciated.

‘Musical Bible’ 


Bv AUNE MOSBY 
PARIS (UPI) - The Old 
Testament of the Bible in 
Hebrew has been published 
down through the centuries 
with tiny m ysterious signs 
scattered either above or 
below the letters. 
Scholars down the years 
have believed that the odd 
signs were punctuation or 
accent m arks. 
But Suzanne Haik Van- 
toura, a French musician 
and composer who spent 
four years research on the 
mystery, says she has found 
what she regards as proof 
that the signs are a musical 
scale. 
In other words, she says, 
much of the Bible originally 
uas sung. 
One result of her work is a 
record album of psalm s that 
she and a synagogue cantor 
performed as she believes 
they were 2,000 years ago 
and “ re c o n stru c te d ” a c ­ 
cording to her “ key” of the 
musical code. It has been a 
best selling classical album 
in Paris since it appeared in 
music shops in July. 
Mrs. Vantoura also has 
written a book, “ La Musique 
de la Bible Revelee’’ (The 
M usic 
of 
th e 
Bible 
Revealed), which is sold 
with a tape cassette on which 
she explains the broken code 
and sings exam ples from the 
Bible. 
Mrs. Vantoura’s research 
has caused a profound stir in 
both musical and religious 
circles in France. Some, but 
not all, experts agree with 
her findings. 
“I am very pleased,” the 
pianist and organist, a jolly, 
youthful-looking blonde of 64 
said at her apartm ent. 
Her sleuthing, she said, 
began during the war in 1940 
when she and her parents, of 
Jewish ancestry, fled to Bor­ 
deaux to escape the invading 
Nazi army. There, in a house 
where they sought refuge, 
Mrs 
Vantoura, then 28, 
studied her Bible “ because I 
am a believer. And I had 
nothing else to do.” 
After four m onths of 
reading ancient writings on 
the Bible and experimenting 
with musical scales, she was 
convinced that the curious 
symbols were musical notes. 
Tile signs appear in the 
Old Testament still existing 
from the year 8% to this day. 
Some appear like the letters 
V and S on their sides 
Others are formed by two or 
three dots

The study, “ Religion and 
A m erican 
Youth: 
With 
em phasis 
on 
Catholic 
adolescents 
and 
young 
adults,” said concern for 
basic values such as in­ 
dependence and autonomy 
has reached within the ranks 
of high school and a “con­ 
frontation with faith appears 
to occur much earlier.” 
“ While past research has 
documented the beginning of 
religious doubt at about age 
17 
or 
18, 
m ore 
recent 
research 
shows 
that 
the 
reported 
age 
of 
first 
religious doubt has dropped 
an average of two years 
since 1948,” the report said. 
“We expect this drop to 
continue. Even now, some 
adolescents at 13 and 14 
report 
problem s 
with 
religious belief.” 
“ These data seem to in­ 
dicate that the formative 
period 
when 
religious 
commitments are formed 
and re-exam ined is oc­ 
curring earlier and earlier in 
the life cycle,” the study 
said. “As a crucial tim e for 
re lig io u s 
d e v e lo p m e n t, 
college is giving way to high 
school.” 
But the study said young 
people w ere not totally 


alienated from organized 
religion. “They are children 
of the times who will insist 
on religious dialogue and not 
sim ply 
religious 
in­ 
doctrin atio n ,” the study 
said. “ They are also con­ 
fused by the very freedom 
they dem and.” 
In addition, the study also 
found that there appears to 
be “a loosening of specific 
m oral 
d ic ta ” 
am ong 
Catholic students in college 
over the past decade. 
It said the percentage who 
believe it is “ all right” to 
date non-Catholics 
with 
m arriag e 
intentions 
in­ 
creased from 17 per cent in 
1961 to 92 per cent in 1971. 
The percentage of those who 
have some serious doubts 
about religion rose from 48 to 
82 per cent. 
T here w ere also per­ 
centage increases in the 
number of “all rights” given 
to such items as drinking 
heavily, reading an obscene 
m c^azine and not 
con­ 
tributing to any charity 
when able, the study said. 
“ Among Protestants there 
have been shifts on these 
items during the sam e IO 
years,” the study said, “ but 
for Catholics the changes 


have "been much greater, 
and mostly in the areas 
specific 
to 
traditional 
religious 
beliefs, 
com ­ 
mitments and practices.” 
The study also found 
differences in the religious 
orientation of college and 
noncollege youth. 
While college youth attend 
religious services more fre­ 
quently and appear to be 
more orthodox in doctrinal 
m atters, 
the 
study said, 
noncollege youth are more 
traditional on moral issues, 
pray to God more frequently 
and more strongly believe 
religion is an im portant 
value in life. 
“American society is ex­ 
periencing rapid change, 
which implies an increase in 
the com plexity of value 
system s 
and 
behavior 
patterns often leading to 
agonizing 
m oral 
am ­ 
biguities,” said Msgr. Wil­ 
fred H. Paradis, associate 
secretary in 
the USCC’s 
Office of Research, Policy 
and Program Development, 
which com m issioned the 
study. 
“The data presented,” he 
said, 
“ suggest 
that 
organized religion should 
consider 
an 
extended 


commitment of personnel 
and resources to Hie youth 
late.”

She put the words next to the 
signs and the musical notes 
and found they made sense. 
For example, the Aramaic 
word for “end” described 
the symbol that she already 
had decided was the last note 
on the musical scale. 
“The key I worked out is 
confirmed by the ancestral 
n am es 
of 
the 
B iblical 
symbols,” she said. 
“ One exciting m om ent 
cam e when I found an early 
C hristian 
song 
alm ost 
identical to one of the Bible 
songs I dis covered using my 
key,” she said 
In her research, she also 
studied 
how 
m usical 
directors in ancient tim es 
taught music by gesturing 
with their hands as music 
was not written in those 
days. The signs above the 
Old Testam ent words, she 
concluded, were copied by 
the hands of the ancient 
condutors 
for 
B iblical 
Singers “ such as the Levites 
in the Temple of Jerusalem 
in 1000 B.C.” 
Mrs. Vantoura studied at 
the Center of Biblical Studies 
at the National Scientific 
Research Institute of France 
and 
with 
her 
form er 
professors at the National 
Conservatory of Music. She 
studied 
H ebrew 
and 
reg u larly consulted rab- 
binnical teachers. 
By now, she has “ recon 
stituted” three hours of bible 
music. There are another 
10,000 hours left to go.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Each of my bathrooms has a wall 
heater and I cannot get the metal clean-looking The 
same goes for the plates around the shower faucet. 
There must be something that will do this job. 
Those who make bean or split pea soup will find that it 
is better to put the carrots, onions and soup through the 
blender. Be careful that no soup bones go in it as they 
would ruin the blender. This makes the soup creamy and 
delicious. Then serve with croutons. — MRS. R H A. 
DEAR MRS. R H A. - I suggest that you try using 
rubbing alcohol. I have great success with it on all 
chrome fixtures. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I use a rubber thumb guard such as file 
clerks use on my thumb when I dice vegetables and this 
prevents any danger of slicing a finger. 
Chalk is great for removing many spots especially greasy 
ones. Apply, let it set, brush off and repeat if necessary 
Club soda is good for spots on men’s ties or other things that 
should be dry cleaned and it does not leave an odor 
I also find that onion water kills aphids on roses and such 
and also bugs on house plants Slice raw onions, cover with 
water, add a bit of detergent and then use this water to spray 
them. The onions should set in the water for quite a while. I 
put this in a spray bottle saved from other household products.

DEAR POLLY — I had a non-stick fry pan and a skillet that 
peppers and eggs had been scrambled in and would not wash 
away easily. I used the plastic top off of a margarine tub, 
scraped them clean with the edge of the top and it made no 
scratches. The cover was easy to wash clean so there was no 
food odor nor the mess of a scouring pad — BUNNY. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently I made seat covers and a top for 
a boat and what a problem I had. The heavy material was 
shiny vinyl on one side with a slick jersey looking back. When 
first trying to stitch in the hems it would slip and slide, until I 
finally thought of putting clear adhesive backed plastic tape 
over each seam or hem before sewing. Then it went like a 
breeze I stitched right through the tape while the fabric 
stayed firmly in place. The enclosed sample will show the 
difference between the hem without and the hem with tape. —

DEAR POLLY — I do not use packaged cake mixes because 
they usually make such large cakes and have questionable in* 
gradients as far as my diet goes But I do find them helpful in a 
pinch I cut the sweetness of packaged yellow and white cake 
mixes by adding the juice of one lemon to the required liquid. 
This does not give a lemony flavor but seems to add a wonder­ 
ful homemade flavor and richness.
